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Amateur Theatricals 

Amalcur Theatricals at McGill have never taken a very prom- 
inent part in the activities of the student body. The University has 
Miffn cd from the lack of a Dramatic Club w hich would stage plays 
ro-;ulaily. and develop any histrionic talent which lay latent amoni? 
the undergraduates. Practically all the Universities in the United 
States ha\c dramatic organizations which stage at least one pl.iy 
every session. For the most part these amateur productions arc 
wonderfully well done and rival the work of the piotessionaU. Con- 
siderable interest is taken in the plays by the whole college and the 
players, who devote a large amount of their time and energy to the 
proper production of these plays, are greatly encouraged by the 
support \\hich they receive. 

For many years, we at McGill were without any regular recog- 
nised organization which would devote itself to the production of 
plays. 1 he Donald.is in the Senior Class at the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege made the first step in this direction. During several years they 
although entirely unaided by the men students staged plays which 
met with well descried success. The Class of 1913 grew ambi- 
tious, however, and decided to strive for greater laurels. The grad- 
uating class in Arts reqeived an invitation from the DonaIda.s in R. 
V.C. 'I 3 to i\k\ in the staging of what had come to be known as llie 
Senior Play. This evening the third Senior Play put on by the 
IwQ graduating classes will be given in the Convocation I lall al the 
Royal Victoria College. This year the piece chosen is a comedy 
which has e.irned a reputation for being delightfully amusing. The 
jiigh standard which i.s aimed at by the Classes producing the Se- 
nior Play is easily realized when it is taken into consideration that 
they are in the opinion of the critics, who h.ne .seen the dress re- 
hearsals, going to .score a triumph in this difficult piece. 

.All the proceeds from the play arc to be given lo charity. The 
I'niversity Milk Station which is conducted in connection w itli the 
University Settlement is the organization which will benefit by re- 
ceiving what it is to be hoped will be a handsome sum. The Senior 
Play is deserving of the support of every student in the University, 
It is the one instance of amateur theatricals at McGill which ap- 
peals lo all the College and at which everybody can be present. The 
players have, by practising faithfully, developed considerable ability 
•and though it has taken a great deal of lime they are naturally hop- 
ing to be repaid by the play's being a great success. Both, there- 
fore, on account of its being the only really large attempt at McGill 
lo produce a play which will .ippcal to all the students and their 
friends and. also^ because the money made by the play will be giv- 
en to Chanty, the Senior Play ought to have the loyal support of 
the whole University.
